A BYLAW 

TO AMEND rat BYLAW FOR PROIIIBIT- 
THE ERECTION OF WOODEN OUiLD- 
INC3, 1870. 

BE IT ENACTED BY THE MAYOR 
and Cuuncil of the CorpDration yf 
the City of Victoria aa follows: — 

Section one of the Bylaw for Prohibit- 
ing the erection of Wooden Buildings, 
1879, ia hereby, repealed, and in .lien 
thereof tho following clause shall bo"in- 
serted in the said Bylaw ' nnd -reatllv as 
clause one thereof: 

Tliat such part of the City as isbouhd- 
ed on the North by the centre .of .the 
blocks on the North side of Oormoraiit 
street, and on the West by the water 
frontage; on the South by tho centre of 
Broughton street; and on the Etist by the 
centre of Douglas .stroot, bo and ia hereby 
declared to be within the Fire Limits of

THE PUi^TA L ■ SERVICE. 

Of all the Jepiirluieuts establiahed in 
this provinco by the Dominion govern- 
Hiunt, tlio post offifo is far uutl away tho 
iiioflt iniyortdiit i^lli'e people. Other do- 
partmuntB, such i&tli'd custom house, arc 
not likely to he overlooked or ahghted by 
the Ottawa authoritios, for the -^'(lod rea- 
son that a huge rovonuu is derived from 
atich hninclitsof the public service. With 
the departinoiit un<!Sriconsideration, how- 
ever, it is, ditt'ereiit. ( It ia not expected 
to pay ita way for th^ present; but that 
in no roasoi\ why the ulerks should be so 
shamefully t iniderpaid. and overworked, 
tliat is if work that ought to lie done ia 
peifonued at all. Only tho olhor day two 
elticient and e.\perioiiced eletlvs, one of 
thuin of several years' stnndiiig'aud .the 
other by no 'means a nuviee, loft the do-" 
piirtnient. by reason of the snwlliieas of 
tho pay for the work performed. If be- 
fore those resignations the alali" was alto- 
gctlior iiuideqiuite as to strens;lh, what 
must it now be when two new handa are 
Oil ill place of the late etiicient and uxpe- 
rionced ones ? ^beft^re this, chpn^ejof 
oniploytJs people' we're kept "w-aiting aii 
unnccL'saarily long time for letter de- 
livery after the arrival of a laige mail, 
and complaints wore hoard from evfry 
part of the province of tho iirei^uiar 
receipt of papers and letters, what ivill it 
be now that those {grievances aro likely to 
be intensified by the substitution of young 
and inexperienced clerks for those who 
had si-rvod a long apprenticeship, in the 
otbco I .A.s if tardy delivery of post i llice 
mattur and tho unreliability of proper 
and prmii't triiivtrnin.non wito not a siilli- 
eient source of inconvenience to the pub- 
lic, an order -.has . been recently issued 
which increases ^aiid ,-mt.ens'^^ - "^o ovil. 
Three mornings '.m ' the went the mail 
.itnatner for the Sound leaves at 5 o'clock. 
'Die outgoing mail is closed at C p.m. the 
preceding evening. Hero we have eleven 
liours iiuorvening between the sealing up 
ol the miiil bags and their departure from 
the wharf, scarcely a pistol shot from the 
poatofiiec. Till lately, as a partial oflaul 
to this inconvenience, business men. could 
put their correspondence into 'he letter 
box on board. tho steamer up to any hour 
before sailing. Now this auiall crumb of 
cotiveniencd'bas been withdrawii, and the 
reason for it ia very JiflicuU to perceive. 
If tho mail wore kept open till about mid- 
night, .aa it ought to bo, there would be 
less cause for grumbling; but under ex- 
isting arran.gciuents the whole evening ia 
entirely lost to correspondents. I'his 
falls with equal hardsliip upon business 
men and the whole community outside of 
tho business public, workingnieii parti- 
cularly, bechuse they do not got in from 
labor till about tlie time the bags are 
closed, lience they are now utterly pro- 
hibited froni answering corrcspondouce 
by return iriail. Complaints about this 
recent ukase are long and loud, and tho 
iuBpector ought to, advise withdrawal or 
keep tlio mail open till midnight on Tues- 
days and Thursdays at le.ast. Hut ho 
will .i.ay, and with reason too, that his 
Htaff is toastr.&lUuumoricaUy. tdcQiiipiy- 
with such a request, not to monlioii inex- 
poriouce. Here is where the -wholb diffi- 
culty appears to rest. The clerical help 
is disgracefully inadequate to the service 
that ought to be rendered. A thorough 
and complete reorganization of tlio do- 
ptirtmunt should to be brought about with- 
out delay. A greater nmnbor and more 
capable employes ouglu to bo engaged;

is far more expensive th-U! in Manitoba. 
Little ha.s bnoii Haid and done for several 
years past iti tliis matter of postal re- 
form, and the very first step in that di-r 
rectioii shoiikl bo the adequate payment' 
of empluyiSs. Thi^ is a question that; 
cannot be any longer ignored with impu- 
nity. The necessities of tho eervice de- 
mand it; a tax-burdoued penplu demand 
it; and when (he people's representatives 
reach the. scat, of thQ federal gpvornment, 
they too willdoinand it, niid give the Ot- 
tawa aurlibrities good and aufficiout rea- 
sons for iinii-iediatc coinpliatiee with a re- 
quisition that ia so reasonable.

For iibout ten minutes boforo 
the hour at' wliicli tho proceedings were' 
to commence tho comniotipn in. the hall 
was 'very great. Large numbei's of stu- 
dents mounted on tho seats, which are 
mole than usually, well upholstered, and 
several free fights between p.arties of peti- 
shooters took place. Before the stock' of. 
peas got somewhat exhausted the major- 
ity of those ill the area wefe forced to 
put up their umbrellas lb protect therun.

Professor Kirkpatriok then" presented 
the gentlemen upon whom it had been 
agieod to confer the degree of.JliL.D.
